ever accomplished it. 1 was asked by one of
them & few days ago how It was | stood it
to take long rides, saying that, although a
good and fast rider herself for a short dig-
tance, she had not the powers of endurance
for a long run, although lér pet hobby was
o make o good century record, 1 answered
at the time '"from training;” but as It may
prove of interest 10 a number of other rid-
ers, 1 will give an answer more in detall,
Probably many others, as well us she, do nat
know the value of training and conditioning
and do not observe training rules close
enough to recelve the benefits from thelr rid-
Ing which will follow, it Judiclously and sys-
tematically practiced.

That the lite of an athlete s a healthy one
cannot be questioned. The only proof needed
Is to look at the bright glow of the check,
sparkle of the eye, elastic step and erect
carriage, which tells its own story and al-
ways brings to my mind an answer glyen
by an athlete when asked If he were In con-
ditlon for the approaching contest: *“Yes, I
am in the very pink of condition, and feel
as If 1 were walking on air.””

The rules for training are the same as
those governing good health, and are as fol-
lows: Dilet, exercise, dress and care of the
wheel,

One's dlet should consist only of plainly
conked, healthy, substantial food; teas, cof-
fees, ete,, should be used In moderation, BEx-
erciee ehould be taken Judiclously and one
rhould be train=d up for their work before
undertaking so arduous a task. The greatcst
fault with the majority of cyclists is that
they depend entirely on their riding for
training. Riding In Itself Is good, but not
sufMecient to thoroughly condition one for a
hard run; although it |s unnecessary to give
all the different modog of exercise used in
conditioning for a contest, a few points will
not be out of place and will show thelr good
results If adopted., Wheellng In ltself, from
the position one takes in riding, Is a strain
on the back and arms, compresses the chest
and lungs, conséquently to do away with bad
results a counter-irritant should be used; In
other words exercise to hulld up the parts
mentioned should be tdken, dumb bells and
Indian clubs, which, althgtigh having many
movements and beéeing hard Lo master, when
thoroughly learned betome graceful accom-
plishments In themselves, In rlding work
for your second wind; this can be done by
spurting on a good road for a few blooks,
then glow and rest up, Then go for another
dash, 1In this way you' gel not only endur-
ance, but speed, which js essentlal; the rider
who can ride a short distunce at full speed,
then after a short time can repeat, will give
A good account of himself in a long run.
Consequently “'plugging®” 1o training should
be avolded, for one losed speed,

Your dress for the wheel should be an
lght and comfortable as possible. Tight
clothing, or clothes which In any way pre.
vént & free, deep-drawn breath, should never
be worn.

As the best of us oecasionally get a splll and
have brulses and spralnsg to contend with, 1
find hot watler, if properly used, beneficial,
Flannel dippeéd In hot water and applied to
the afMicted parts, covered with a towel and
allowed to steam, will give relief, followed
afterward by liniment or, what ls better,
pure gooss ofl. Do not use linlmenta unless
In case of lameness. Hand rubbing is pre-
ferable for giving strength and resting tired
muscles. After quitting the ride the clothes
should be changed throughout for ether gar-
ments. After taking a bath, rub briskly
with & Turkish towel and apply alcobol to
prévent takiog cold. Then use goose ofl,
which, by the way, Is flne. It feeds the
muscles and prevents getting muscle bound,
which s commen when riding much.
